Three Bids. 

Original bids of three of a suit.

normal support iy not necessary. 

‘Original bids of three no trumps 
show al) sulta doubly stopped and 
invites a slam, It is a type of 
hand very #eldom held.

‘Experimental work consequentl 
started with the blade rings and not 
until all the diMeculties connected with 
theso details had been properly over- 
come were the complete designs for 
a turbine Inid dawn. . 

When the work had advanced so fa 
the Ljungstrom Steam Turbine Go., 
Ltd, was formed and they built two 
experimental sets, one of G00 Kw, and 
the other of 1,000 Kw. capacity.

In the Ljungstrom turbine a sim- 
ple and ingenious Joint has been de- 
vieed "to solve the problem of linking 
up membera which may be subject to 
stresses due to differential expansion.

“INTERESTING LECTURE BY 
DR. PFISTER. - 


Jn an illustrated lecture to the 
St. Andrew’s ‘branch of the Vic- 
torla Diocesan and Missionary 
Association, delivercd in St. An- 
drow’s Church Hall, Kowloon Inst 
night, Dr. M. O. Pfister described 
a recent trip undertaken by him 
through the province of Yunnan to 
the Sacred Mountain of Omi. 

Dr. Pfister was inaprenser, with 
the growth of modernisation in the 
interior and referred to Sts effect 
upon the habits of the inland 
people. . 

Dr. Pfister in the course of his 
Iecturo sald: : 

The modernisation of China is 
rapidly. progressing. This pro- 
cess naturally is more marked in 
tho constal districta, but Is also 
noticeablo in the interior, for in 
far away Szechuen you. will find 
surprising modern development. 
Thus Chungking, formerly like 
Canton of the Imperial times, a 
typical walled city with its narrow 
streets and bustling life, is gradu- 
ally losing its characteristic fea- 
tures and becoming a modern city. 

All along front houses are be- 
ing pulled down to make space for 
wider strocts and motor trafilc. To 
the time-honoured guilds of water- 


\carriors, wood-carvers and chair- 


coolies has been added the union 


fa {of-the motor-car drivers and the 


telephone operators. Although 


not always of irrepronchable efi-, 


ciency ‘these {nnovations clash 
with the many little things of the 
old Chinese household. 


A New Influence. 


Wherever you go, following the 
broad path of traffic, you notice 
the immense influence of modern 
industrialisatton. The develop- 
;ment of Chungking and Chengtu, 
the nominal capital of the four 
_river provinces, and other - large 
cities in the neighbourhood {s in- 
timately connected with the: open- 
ing up of the upper -Yangtse, 
where now a regular steamship 
traffic fs plying the whole. year 
round. 

But there are still parta In 
China, wide districts even, where 
this all levelling influence of mo- 
dernisntion has not yet been able 
to destroy the romance of a virgin 
country—a province, which duc to 
its natural geographical inacces- 
sibility, remote from navigable 
streams and railway lines, has up 
til] now preserved ita unspoiled 
character. This {is Yunnan, the 
most western province of China, a 
mountalnous and beautiful coun- 
try. It is here in this secluded 
part of China that we find abori- 
ginal tribes, which formerly had 
been spread all over China, but 
were yradually driven back by the 
more industrious and stronger 
Chinese element. : 

This was the case with the 
Miaos, one of the biggest tribes 
now living in Yunnan and_ the 
neighbouring province of Kwei- 
chow. They had been populating 
parts of middle and eastern China 
up to the second century before 
Christ, when they were driven out 
of these districts nnd took refuge 
in the highlands of the west. Here 
they lived more or less peacefully 
under their various kings and 
rulers until in the middJe. of the 
18th century with the invasion of 
China by Kublai Khan, the Chin- 
ese took possession also of Yun- 
nan, shifting the Miaos to still 
more innccesafble places in the 
mountainous districts. 


The Tribes of Yunnan. 


There are many other tribes 
which one meets when travelling 
through Yunnan. From the north 


and north-west, from the Tibetan: 


border, came the Lolos or Nesus 
ns they call themselves. They are 
taller than the Minos with a war- 
like disposition especially in the 
district north of the Kin Sha (the 
gold sand river) where they live 
independently. 

A third large group is represen- 
ted ‘by the Chung Chia, which in- 
cludes the Tai, Laos and Shan 
fribes from the west and south- 
west. These tribes are dlsvinctly 
different from the Chinese, al- 
though‘intermarrinye for genera- 
tions has blurred the racial differ- 
ences a good deal. Moreover many 
wear Chinese costumes which: 
make it atill more difficult to tell 
them from the Chinese. 

The women stick more rigidly 
to their tribal traditions than the 
men. It is by their elaborately 
embroidered and adorned’ dresses 
that yoli.can recognise the various 
tribes. 

I may now say a few words on 
the geophysical atructure of Yun- 
nan. The main direction of the 
‘larga water tracks as well as of 
the mountain ridges run from 
north to south. Thus it is ob- 
vious that in opening up the coun- 
try, a traMfc route developed in 
this direction would prove the 
most profitable. An original plan 
to tackle the problem by building 
a railway from Burma to Yunnan 
haa not come to fruition, whereas

One of the most striking topo- 
graphical features of Yunnan 18 
the formation of large basins, high 
plateau, horizontal terraces, red 
beds ag von Richthofen, the noted 
German geographer named = them 
first, Kun Ming the capital with 
80,000 inhabitants, is situated on 
such a plateau surrounded by 
mountain ridges, Further north 
after passing some mountain 
ridges are similar but higher 
plateaux. These red beds furnish 
very fertile soil for cultivation. 
The mountains are rather ‘bare for 
the people ure not yet sufficiently 
enlightened enough to realise the 
Immense value of a sound affores- 
tation policy. 

On the plains, the ground is 
richly cultivated with rice, sweet 
knullang, potatoes, ground 
nuts, beans, cabbage and poppies: 
Here the greater cities are situa: 
ted—places like Tung Chuan and 
Chao Tung, both seats of English 
miasion stations, The — soil of 
these basins is of a rich ermine

The German’ Government has 
taken a drastic line of action by 
deciding to suppress the Nazl 
military organisations, What the 
reactions will be remains to be 
seen. The'point to be noted is that 
the decree in not directed against 
the Nazis as a political party, 
which is to retain its normal liber- 
ties of action. It is the storm- 
troops and other cardres which 
are to ‘be suppressed, on the 
ground that their existence im- 
plies the possibility of civil war 
prenking out. To the foreign 
observer, it has seemed strange 
that there-should exist in Germany 
not only these Nazi storm-troops, 
but also other almilar organisa- 
tions, such, for example, 
“Steel Helmets,” of which, inciden- 
tally, » President Hindenburg is 
Honorary. President.’ The French 
have always complained that the 
formation and continued existence 
of these bodies of armed men con- 
atitute a menace. It remains to be 
seen whether the action now taken 
by the Government fs to be directed 
golely against the Nazis; if so, it 
will appear to the outside world as 
n party move, aiming at the subor- 
dination of the Hitlerites. 

One of the outstanding features 
of German political life in the past 
two or three years has been the 
amazing rise to prominence of Herr 
Hitler, An entirely self-made man, 
without menas, he has erented a 
national organisation claiming 
millions of supporters in all parts 
of the country. As a bricklayer and 
an odd-job workman in Vienna, he 
became familiar at first hand with 
social digtrosa and. gained an in- 
sight into the Marxist-Soclalint dia- 
position of his follow-workors 
which lacked any notional feeling. 
Recognising tho aoctal evils which 
needed remedying, he — recoil- 
ed ut tho same time from the 
Marxist {dea Entering the lists, 
he started to bulld up on the ruins 
of the collapsing middic-claas and 
proletarian Ideology a fow idea of 
the State in Gormany—an {den 
svyhich does not regard the In- 
dividual or mankind as tho highest 
atandard of valus, but which re- 
gards tho natlon on the real unit. 
In particular, the Peace Treatlea 


as: the- 


aro regarded ns intolorablo, and 60 ‘ 


tho young Germany, led by Hitler, 
socks to solve this question of tho 
tributes and at the sme time td/ 
reorganise home affairs by recon- 
structive mensures and by supprea- 
alng destructive Marxist Idens, The 
Nazis seck to wipe out Marxism 
nnd save Europe from the menace 
of Asiatic Bolgshevisin. Whilst 
their attitude towards reparations 
and some of the other legacies of 
the Grent War fe onc of declining 
to admit responsibility, they say 
that they are firm in thelr deter: 


tniination to sce all private debts 


contracted by Germany scrupulous- 
ly honoured. 

These points, however, are not of 
immedinté moment, since the Nazis 
are atlll far from being in control 
of the nation. Whatever the mo- 
tives of the Government may be, 
there will bo general agreement in 
foreign countries that a wise step 
has been taken ‘In -uppressing: 
Hitler's private army. A private 
army in any country is an 
anachroniam; the imperium in im- 
perio idea cannot command the sup. | 
port of anyone having regard for 
constitutional principles, So St ix 
well that the suppression order has 
gone forth. There will most pro- 
bably be marked reactions from 
the step taken, but the Government 
ta evidently dotermined to have its 
way. But what of the Stcel 
Helmets” and — other similar 
organisations 7 Having taken ac- 
tion in the one instance, ft fs dim- 
cult to see how the Government's 
hand can be stayed where thease 
other bodies are concerned.

a biddable four-card anit, It is not 
trong. cnough tom ik2 an original 
tlemand two-bid. 

Three Bids. 

Original bids of three of a suit. 
showing a hand not strong enough 
to make an original forcing bid 
of two but a hand that will prob- 
ably produce game with one in- 
card jn partner's hand. It further 
shows that there is no desire to 
trump and 
normal support ts not necessory. 

Orfvinal bids of three no tramps 
show all sults doubly stopped and 
invites 0 slam. It is a type of 
hand very seldom held. In most 
cnges, it [a better to open these 
hands with original forcing suit 
hid of two. 

Four Bids. 

Original suit bid of four in 
purely a pre-emptive bid. It shows 
great length in trump and little 
or no defensive strength but will 
tuke about eight tricks, * 

Naturally the type of biddable 
hands most frequently hel are 
original sult bids of one. While 
original bids of one are in no way 
forcing bids, under, the straight 
forcing system partner is required 
to keep the bidding open when 
holding at least a trick and 4 
half, :

Partner's Response 
To Original One Bids. 

When partner has made an ori- 
ginal bid of one no-trump, you 
will raise partner's one no trump 
to two no trump with contbined 
count of 22 and to three no trump 
with a combined count of 24; or 
holding a biddable suit and a 
half, you will stow your suit. 

When holding a strong biddable 
suit and at least two and one-half 
quick tricks, you will bid one nore. 
than necessary which ia a forcing 
bid and requires partner -to bid 
again; ¢. g. partner bids one no 
trump and you hold hearts A J 10 
7 3 and a side A and side K, your 
proper response is three hearts to 
show partner la hand that you 
think game can be made on. 

When partner has made an ori- 
winal suit bid of one and. you 
hold one and one-half quick tricks 
and normal support in partner's 
bid, you will raise partner’s bid 
and you should give partner the 
full extent of your hand at once; 
ec. g. partner bids one heart and 
with your hand you know that 
even if partner hus a minimum 
holding, you can make at least 
three hearts you should. bid — the 
three hearts at. once and then if 
nariner has additional strength, 
he will go to four hearts. 

Not holding «normal support, 
you will deny by bidding one.no 
tramp. Again if vou hold a trick 
and a half and not normal support 
in partner's suit) but a biddable 
suit of your own, you will overcall 
partner’s auit with your suit.

portunity to consider and discuss 
matters of general importance to 
the import trado of the Colony.

The first demand of the Piece 
Goods Guild was, in effect, that 
notwithatanding anything which 
might be written to {he contrary, in 
nny contract, a levy of one per 
cent. would be payable to the 
Guild or its members on nl! busin- 
ogy entered into after a certain 
date (15th January). Tt was un- 
derstood that this levy, which 
would amount to something . like 
$700,000 per annum in the aggre- 
wate, would be divided among the 
shop fokis, bit naturally the im- 
porter was not concerned with Its 
appropriation. 


Discount In Contract. 


To this the Chamber replied that 
the question of.a-dixcount wns ¢n- 
tlrely a mutter of -price-fixing be- 
tween buyer and seller, and. if any 
dealer—whether a Guild member or 
not—wished: prices quoted subject 
‘oa discount of one per cent, or 50 
ver cont, there would be.no obijec- 
tion, but that any diacount. ginat be 
lefinitely agreed beforehand and 
‘tated in the cantract. We further 
advised all our members to clause 
thelr contracts to the effect that— 


“Sellers will not be bound by 
any conditions, rebates, or any 
other matters which are not 
expressly contained: in’ their 
contyacts”.

I would like to suggest here, 
gentlemen, that trade, both with- 
n aa well as without the Colony, 
is already sufficiently burdened 
‘vith taxation to render the imposi- 
tion of an additionnl one per cent. 
a matter of general. I might al- 
most aay of world-wide importance, 
since this would’conatitute a charge 
on the Colony'’s trade which could 
oy avoided by taking your business 
direct to Canton or other China 
Ports. If local Chinese dealera 
wish to benefit their Guilds or 
fokis to the extent of one per cent. 
on their turnover it must be for 
*hemselvea to decide, but if busin- 
ess thereby goes past them, they 
are to blame. 

Taxing The Trade. 

No doubt some members of the 
Guild think, in demanding — this 
‘ax, they are taking one per cent. 
from what they imagine to be the 
importers’ “handsome” profit, sand 
do not for a monient realise that 
they are merely taxing the trade.

manently connected in parallel, thus 
automatically synchronising 98 soon 
ne exeiting current {s available during 
the running up of the sot. 

The minchine has no bedplate, the 
complete welght being taken by the 
condenser. The great advantage of 
this arrangement {fs that. no load 
romes on the engine room floor and 
nll that.$s necessary in the matter of 
foundations are two small conercte 
stools for the condenser, The walls 
of the station building and the over- 
head crane may be of Hghter con- 
struction thin is required. for any 
other type of turbine. 

In the Ljungstrom turbine a sim- 
nle ‘and ingenious juint has been de- 
vieed to solve the. problem of linking 
up members which may be subject to 
atresnes due to differential expansion. 


Blading System. 


The blades are of the reaction pat- 
tern milled from round bars in lengths 
of about 12ft, and afterwards cut in- 
to lengths of 3ft. and ground up in 
the direction of the steam flow. . 

A very rigid ring is produced by 
the system, the binder being well sup- 
ported at both ends, and it will be 
seen thnt considerable clearance can 
he allowtd between consecutive blade 
rings without seriously affecting the 
leakage of steam past the rings. 

The benrings are unique in design, 
the length being somewhat less than 
the diameter. In the early days of 
the turbine long bearings were con.

THROUGH YUNNAN | 
. TO MOUNT OML 


INTERESTING LECTURE BY 
DR. PFISTER. H 

In an ‘flustrated. lecture to the 
St. Andrew's branch of tho Vic- 
toria Diocesan and Missionary 
Asaociation, delivered in St. An- 
drew's Church Hall, Kowloon lost 
night, Dr. M. O. Pfister described 
a recont ‘trip undertaken by. him 
through the province of Yunnan to 
the Sacred Mountain of Omi. 

Dr. Pfister was impressed with 
the growth of modern sation in tha 
interlor and referred to its effect 
upon the habits of the inland 


people, : . 

Dr. Pfister in the course of his 
lecture sald: © 

The modernisation of China !s 
rapidly progressing. ‘ This pro- 
cess naturally Is more'marked in 
the coastal districts, but is also. 
noticeable in the Interior, for in 
far away Szechuen you will find 
surprising modern development. 
formerly: like 
Canton of the Imperial times, 4 
typical walled city with its narrow 
streets and bustling Ife, is gradu- 
ally ‘losing its characteriatic fea- 
tures and becoming 2 modern city. 

All along front houses are be- 
Ing pulled down to make space for 
wider streets and motor traffic. To 
the time-honoured guillda of water- 
carriers, wood-carvers and chair- 
coolies has been added the union 
of the motor-car drivers and the 
telephone operators. Although 
not always of irreproachable effi- 
clency these {innovations clash 
with the many little things of the 
old Chinese household. 


A New Influence. , 


Wherever you, go, following the 
brond path of traffic, you notice 
the immense influence of modern 
industrialisation. The develop- 
mont of Chungking and Chengtu; 
the nominal cnpital of the four 
river provinces, and other large 
citfes in the neighbourhood is in- 


timately connected with the open-: 


ing up of the 
where now 
traffic is plying the whole year 
round. . 

‘But there are still’ parta In 
‘China, wide districts even, where 
this all levelling influence of mo- 
dernisation hng not yet been able 
to destroy the romance-of a virgin 
country—a province, which due to 
its natural geographical inacces- 
sibility, remote from navigable 
streams nnd railway lines, has up 
til] now preserved its unspoiled 
character. This .is Yunnan, the 
most western province of China, a 
mountainous and. beautiful coun- 
try. It is here in this secluded 
part of China that we find abori- 
inal tribes which formerly had 
been spread ‘all over China, but 
were gradually driven back by the 
more industrious and stronger 
Chinese clement.? 

This-wag the case with the 
Minos, one of the biggest tribes 
now living in Yunnan and_ the 
neighbouring province of Kwei- 
chow. They had been populating 
parts of middle and eastern China 
up ta the second century before 
Christ, when they were driven out 


upper Yangtse, 


of these districts and took refuge. 


in the highlands of the west. Mere 
they ved more or less peacefully 
under tKeir various kings and 
rulers until in the middle of the 
18th century with the invasion of 
China by Kublai Khan, the Chin- 
eae took possession also of Yun- 
nan, Shifting the Miaos to still 
more inaccessible places in the 
mountainous districts. 


The Tribes of Yunnan. * 


‘There are many other tribes 
which one meets when travelling 
through Yunnan. From the north 
and north-west, from the Tibetan 
border, came the Lolos or Nesus 
as they call themselves. They nye 
taller than the Minos with a war- 
like disposition especially in the 
district north of the Kin Sha (the 
gold-sand. river) where they live 
independently. . 

A third large group is represen- 
ted by the Chung Chia, which in- 
cludes the Tai, Laos’ and Shan 
tribes from the west and south- 
west. Those tribes are disunctly 
different from the Chinese, al- 
though intermarringe for ganeri- 
tions has blurred the racial differ- 
ences a good deal. Morcover many 
wear Chinese costumes which 
make it atill more difficult to tell 
them from the Chinese. 

The women stick more rigidly 
to their tribal traditions than the 
men. ft is by their elaborately 


-‘lombroidered and adorned dresses 


that you can recoynise the various 
tribes. :

The German Government has 
taken a drastic line of action by 
deciding — to suppress. the Nazi 
military organisations, What the 
renctlona will be remains to be 
seen, The point to be noted is that 
the deerce In not directed against 
the Nazis as 2 political party, 
which Ia to retain its normal liber- 
fica of action. It ig the storm- 
troops and other cy rides 
are to be suppressed, on the 
ground that) their existence im- 
plies the possibility of civil war 
breaking out. To the foreign 
observer, it has seemed strange 
that there should cxist in Germany 
not only these Nazi storm-troops, 
but also other similar organisa- 
tions, such, for example, as the 
“Steel Helmets,” of which, inciden- 
tally, President Hindenburg is 
Honorary President, The French 
have always complained that — the 
formation and continued existence 
of these bodies of armed men’ con- 
atitute a menace. It remains to be 
seen whether the action now taken 
by the Government is to be directed 
solely against the Nazis; 


the young Germany, led by Hitler, 
accks to solve this question of tho 
tributes and: at tho same. time to 
reorganise home affairs by recon- 
structive mensures and by suppres- 
ang deatructive Marxist fdens. Tho 
Nazis scck to wipe out Marxism 
and save Europe from the menace 
of aAsiatle Bolshevism, | Whilst 
their attitude towards reparations 
and some of the other legacies of 
the Great War {a one of declining 
to ndmit responsibility, they say 
that they are firm in their deter- 
mination to see all private debts 
contracted by Germany scrupulous- 
ly honoured, 

These points, however, are not of 
immediate moment, since the Nazis 
are still far from being in control 
of the nation, Whatever the mo- 
tives of the Government may be, 
there will bo general ayreerment in 
forcign countries that a wise step 
has been taken. in suppressing 
Hitler's private army.

From September 1930 to March, 
1931, the number in employment 
diminished by well over a qunrter 
of a million. From September, 
1931, to the end of March, 1982, 
there had been an increase of 
nearly n quarter of a milllon in 
employment. — This remarkable 
chanyre showed that the country’s 
position had improved by ne leas 
than 486,000 in employment.

Chamber's Standard Conttact.

others were practically devoid of 
any conditions whatever, They 
produced certuin contracts con 
taining about 20° to 30 different 
clauses and conditions, and others 
with none at alll 


So the Chamber sct about draft- 
ing o standard form, which would 
be fair to -all, and on which all 
merchants could buy 08 well a8 soll, 
Tho main object was to cover the 
essential pointa, and to arrive at a 
satisfactory basia. 
you that it was n

Accepted Locally. 

Not only was the Chamber's 
standard form accepted. by the local

“China “Contract Terms” 
thoroughly understood. 

Obviously a merchant muat buy 
and sell on the same terms; that 
It to say, he can’t give to his 
buyer nll sorta of concessions or 
different conditions which, are un- 
obtainable. from: his supplier, un- 
leas of course he calculates his ad- 
ditional risks and charges accord- 
ingly. Therefore f say, gentlemen, 
that standard terms, which are 
universally accepted by the trade 
aro of the highest posaiblo value, 
and‘ form the. only satisfactory 
basia on which a Jarge trade can 
be succeasfully maintained. 

Lthink I can say without fear of 
contradiction that the Chamber's 
atandard form of contract has been 
an boon both to merchant importers 
ag well as to their clients, and has 
proved a hardship, to none. I do 
not say that it Is perfect, but we 
nre rendy at any time, when reason- 
able suggestions are made for im- 
provement, to consider them.

Importers themselves, I under- 
stand, are aware of three or four 
details in reapect of which the pre- 
sent contract could, from their 
point of view; be improved, and 
they would like it to cover all 
textiles, and, ns far aa possible, to 
be brought into close agreement 
with the “China Contract” of the 
Manchester and Bradford Cham- 
bers. Importers will then be scell- 
ing on the same terms as those on 
which they buy. 

To Meet Guilds’ Views. 


We shall hope to have the benefit 
of the views of the Piece Goods 
Guild and of the Chinese Chamber 
of Commerce as to the amendments 
of-the existing contract which are 
desirable from their point of view, 
and shall do our best to mect them. 
Finally, it is to be hoped that an 
for the coming info 
force of a revised contract will be 
mutually agreed by importers and 
the Guild. :

- ‘COURT. 
PASSPORT.'AND ARMS 
CHARGES. 


“The national atatus . of George 
Arthur:de Houx do,Fastree, o 
foreigner who recontly arrived 
in Hongkong from Amoy,. was 
queried by the Polico authorities 
when they charged him on remand, 
before Mr. Wynne-Jones dt the 
Central Maglatracy, yeaterday 
afternoon, with unlawfully onter- 
ing the Colony without a proper 
passport. Do Fastree Was also 
charged with the unlawful posses- 
sion of 1 pistol. without a permit 
from the Inapector-General’ of 
Police. : ne 

In evidence at the previous hear- 
Ling, a Police witness, Captain Guy 
Chief Police Officer of the 
Council Adminis- 
fonal Settlement 
of Kulnngau, hat he had 
known the de 
Houx at Amoy for some years, 
that he was present when an np- 
plication _ by Houx for a visa to 
come to Hongkong, was refused by 
the British Consul there. 

Captain Bass further stated his 
belief that the dofendant was & 
French subject who had been 
disowned by his country for having 
evaded conscription. 

The document which defendant 
now declared was his title to en- 
tering Hongkong, was a certificate 
of identits without a visa. 


Claim to Chinese Citizenship. 


Regarding defendant's claims to 
Chinese citizenship, Mr.. L.H.V- 
Booth, A.S.P., stated his view that 
a valid, Chinese passport should 
have stated the national status of 
the holder. The document in the 
possession of the defendant was 5 
certificate of identity not according 
with the conditions of the Hong- 
kong Passports Ordinance, whic 
required that unless 9 person was & 
British subject or subject of a 
State between which and Great 
Britain there existed an agreement 
for dispensing with the necessity 
for visas, hia passport or other offi- 
cial document establishing his 
nationality or identity must shave 
a visa. 

Witness was of the opinion that 
Houx was of unknown nationality 
insofar as he was Not a Chinese 
subject. That was to say, as far 
ng witness knew, he was not of 
Chinese nationality. It was true 
that when questioned, Houx pro- 
duced two documents. One, ‘dated 
May 25, 1931, showed that he had 
applied for Chinese naturalisation. 
That application lacked the signa- 
ture of one or more guarantors. 
The other document, dated January 
26 of this year, was ono requiring 
defendant to pay a certain sum 0 
money—quite a small one amount- 
ing to $14, before his application 
could be proceeded with. The 
jatter document was important for 
the present case against the defen- 


dunt, in that it appeared to show |’ 


that Houx was not a Chinese sub- 
ject. He was not one when the 
document which was now being 
questioned was issued. Defendant 
stated he had another. document 


‘T¢rom Nanking, but was unable to 


produce it, 
, Vien Essential. . 


Witness’s official vlow was 
that it waa sufficient for the Police 
that the document in the Ppossca- 


‘sion of the defendant had no visa, 


beside that it left him unconcern 
as to whether the passport was a 
proper or a temporary passport. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Leo 
(Almada, Jnr. on behalf of the 
defendant, witness agreed that if 
there had been a visa and the visé 
wvas one given by a British Con- 
sular OMicor in a foreign State, ho 
would not have brought the charge 
against the defendant.- : 

Mr. d’Almada: Then the ques- 
tlon of definition of nationality 
would. not matter to you? 
Witness: No. 1 should pass It in 
consequence of the visa. 

Mr. d’Almada: I sce this was 
a document current for. threo 
months. Assuming it as satlafy- 
Ing the condition you mentioned, 
he could atay here until the.expira- 
tion of that-period? 

‘Witness replied that that was o 
moot point, and he referred Coun- 
acl to the Ordinance. 


. The Defence. 


During his cross-examination of 
Mr. Booth, Mr, d’Almada informed 
his Worship that hia defence was 
that the defendant, having lived in 
Amoy for four and a half years, 
thereby qualified. for Chinese 
citizenship. He applied for such 
Chinese citizenship, which wos 
covious by the papers produced in 


|Court, but before the matter was 


settled he had to come to Hongkong 
on business. He then applicd for 
a pansport and obtained the docu- 
mont produced in couct, relying on 
the fact that he had applied for 
Chinese citizenship. He got the 
document and was Informed that it 
was sufficient in Hongkong. He 
had no knowledge ‘ of Chinese’ in 
that he could not read Chinese. It 
was true he went to the British 
Consul to get a visa but his original 
intention was to go to Borneo an 
Singapore in addition to Hongkong. 
He had been told in Amoy that for 
a Chinese citizen no passport was 
necessary In Hongkong. 

Hia Worship remarked that Mr. 
d’Almada was actually pleading 
guilty but making statement in 
mitigation. 

Mr. @’Almada said that he was 
going to submit that the document 
was a perfectly valid passport gub- 
ject to the fact that a Chincse 
citizen was the same as a person 
of Chinese race, us 

His Worship replied that he must 
hold against Mr. d’Almadn on 
that. .
